SUFFRAGETTE HEADQUARTERS 

Government Resort Te Drastic Action 
, To Taat Efficacy of Tho U«t ' 

London.—in pursuance ol tho do- 
termination of the Government fully 
to toot the efficacy of the existing 
laws to deal with the latest tactics 
of the militant suffragettes, before re¬ 
sorting to special legislation to make 
the funds of suffragette societies li¬ 
able' for the damage done by the 
members, ti)e police raided the offices 
of the Women's Social and Political 
rUnion In Clements Inn. They arrest¬ 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Pethlck- 
Lawrence, Joint editors of "Votes for 
Women," who were taken to the Bow 
Street police station. The police also 
had a warrant for the arrest of Miss 
Chrystabel .Pankhurst, but did not 
find her tljbre . Later, however, she 
was taken Into custody. 

They took possession of the offices. 
The leaders of the Union are charged 
with responsibility for the- last-win¬ 
dow smashing campaign. They will 
presumably be tried under the con¬ 
spiracy law. 

Members of the Union declared 
thaV the new departure In Inflicting 
hard labor sentences upon those con¬ 
victed or taking part In the recent 
demonstrations, and in arresting the 
leaders, will < only produce a bigger 
crap of volunteers far the militant 
work of the suffragette cause. How¬ 
ever, it is seen that the majority of 
the women denounce the militant ac¬ 
tions, which, they declare, are being 
carried too far.

Ottawa.—That terminal room egg 
be had at Port Nelson for all the 
roads in Canada if necessary Is stated 
In a report tabled In the bouse by 
secretary of state. The returixm- 
cluded reports from Chief &Lglnjeer 
Armstrong of the rail way ..aria from 
Captain Anderson of the HRdson Bay 
hydrographic survey. Capmln Ander¬ 
son, in his report of the JouRley made 
In the steamer Mlnto, complains that 
the charting of the eopat has been 
done some mile# too nr to the west¬ 
ward. hut he speaks wSll of Churchill, 
which he describes hu easy of ap¬

The Armstrong reports are strong¬ 
ly In favor of Fort Nelson as the ter¬ 
minus for the Hudson Bay railway? 
In a report date® October 26. 19U. it 
Is Mated that the season’s work from 
Thg Pa* to Thicket Ttortage has re¬ 
duced the cost of the sfictlon by 8300,- 
000. From Thicket Portage to Nelson 
Crossing there is to b4 only twenty 
miles of heavy work, a further ex¬ 
amination of the Chur<*ili route is 
described a# Increasing ffM^dlstanC^ 
by fifteen miles, but. removik heavy 
work and grades, bringing thp func¬ 
tion point to a distance of 300 mileQ) 
from The Pas. 

In this report the Churchill route is 
given sb 602 miles and the Nelson as 
415. 

Another report, dated January 2, 
stales that both sides of the Nelson 
are suitable for terminals, whereas at 
Churchill the conditions are very In¬ 
adequate. The distances are given as 
498 and 418 miles with no choice as 
to grades and curves. Ap. estimate of 
3000 trains per year la given In the 
report. Snow, the necessity of an ex¬ 
tra train division and the difficulty of 
going through 75 miles of tundra are 
mentioned as objections to the Chur¬ 
chill route. The cost to the public Is 
put at 82,206,000 to Nelson, and $2,- 
025,000 to Churchill. The cost per 
rtrain mile of 81.7,5 will probably mean 
vthe lowest rate in Canada to the pub¬ 
lic according to the engineers. 

A lengthy report dated January 23 
deals exhaustively with the merits of 
the twd routes. The possible crop of 
the three provinces is put at from six 
tq eight hundred million bushels. In 
the transportation of which the Hud¬ 
son Bay railway must share. Dealing 
with, the proposed route across Hud¬ 
son'Bay and through The Pas the dis¬ 
tance from Saskatoon to Quebec City 
vla Fort William and via Port Nelson 
are compared. From Saskatoon to 
Port Nelson, Hannah Boy and Quebec 
City via the Quebec dSd Lake St. 
John railway the distance Is 1.960 
miles.

Technically the Qeverner-Oeneral 
Rules as Representative ef Orewn, 
But the Fact la That Ha Takes the 
Advice ef These Members ef s 
Privy Ceuncil Whe Have Been 
Elected te Power B/ the Peewie 
of the Land. 

Neither in theory nor in practice 
does our Parlikmeat govern. Parlia¬ 
ment imposes taxes, votes money for 
defraying the expenses of Govern¬ 
ment, enquires into the Act* of Gov¬ 
ernment, and criticises as it sees HI. 
and legislates. These are the principal 
functions of Parliament, says a witter 
in. i tie Montreal standard. 

‘‘The executive Government and 
authority ot and. over Canada,” de¬ 
clares the British North American 
Act, our written constitution, is vest¬ 
ed in the sovereign. In this Domin¬ 
ion the sovereign, King' George - V.. 
is represented by the Governor-Gener¬ 
al,' Wild, at present, is the Duke of* 
Connaught, ute King’s uncle. 

’the Governor-General, representing 
the sovereign, exercises the executivo 1 
powers and theoretically governs, 
theoretically, it is said, because al¬ 
though he governs, he governs in ac¬ 
cordance with the advice of a certain 
body of men, .known in the conatitui 
tion as the Privy Council. 

"There shall he's Council,” says thu 
British North America Act, “to aid, 
and advise in tne Government of 
Canada, to be styled the King's Privy 
Council for Canada; and the persona 
who are to be members of that Coun¬ 
cil shall be froin tune to time chosen 
and summoned by tne Governor-Gen¬ 
eral, and sworn in as Privy Council¬ 
lors, and members thereof may be 
from time to time removed by t'se 
Governor-General. ’’ 

Consideration of this Privy Council 
takes one back to tne beginning of 
things with respect to the practice of 
Government as we have it to-day in 
common with the people of ihe Brit¬ 
ish Isles, Australia, New Zealand, 
and South Africa—io the beginning of 
what is known as responsible Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The Privy Council of Canada at 
present contains about sixty mem¬ 
bers, who, with few exceptions, are 
members of tne present Government, 
or Were meuioeis of tne Governments 
of the past, tor instance! Sir Charles 
Tupper, the Hon. John Haggart and 
the Hofi.

The Prime Minister is more than the 
head of tne Cabinet. He is n.s vary 
centre, and tile man upon whom its 
existence depends. Snould he die, 
should he resign or be dismissed tho 
Cabinet cease? to exist, and another 
cannot be formed until another Prime 
Minister has been found. The lato 
Prime Minister went out of office by 
resignation, and it was he Who resign- 
ed and not tne Cabinet,, or-Govern¬ 
ment. H.s resignation of itself dis¬ 
solved tne Cabiuet, and it at once

The car over¬ 
turned, and, as Mrs. Aasheton Har- 
bord dryly records, “Princess di 
Teano aud I can claim to be the first 
women" to .arrive in Holland oil out 
heads.’’

some Englishmen in the year previous, 
marched a body of men inland to 8t. 
Joseph, wrecked the town, defeated 
De Berrlo und his men. and carried 
him off as a prisoner. Subsequently,"" 
however, the governor was released, 
but instead’df resuming his duties, 
he left one of his lieutenants, who set 
about re-building St. Joseph. 

In 1622 this town had about. 600 pe-»- 
pl.e In 1687 Trinidad obtained a more 
settled form of government. Capuchin 
monks formed villages dr missions 
of Indians who embraced Christianity. 
As a reward *or accepting the Chris¬ 
tian religion, they were declared ex¬ 
empted from all taxation for twentv 
years-, and they could not be com¬ 
pelled to work on private properties. 

At this period Trinidad was thinly 
populated. In 1783 the aboriginios 
were reduced to 2.032, and in 1797, 
when the colony was ceded tb Britain, 
they were reduced to 1,082.
